This fact, which is fuudamenlHl, in so cic.ir and plain that the 
plowman can understand ii as well as the tiiiaiuial expert— so clear, indeed, 
that no one but a knave or a blockhead could dispute or 4uestion it. Even 
gold, the fetish of this oligarch cult, is measured by this common standard 
of labor. If it were practicable tu mine gold as freely and with as little ex- 
penditure as iron, f^old would be worth less than iron, the cost being no 

freater and the utility as an agent and medium of industry l>einp; much less 
welve years ago, in point uf tact, a period of chesper production of gold 
bad lowered it below tha parity of ailf^r. Now, while all tha world is strug- 
gling for it, the ooat of its prodnctioB as iadkatad by tha faet that the yield

Friday Louesa Stinson died at tba 
OOanty poor bouse. For years two 
old maids occupied a little bouse on 
tbe roadside just beyond Crittenden 
Springs, and everybody in that sec> 
tion, as well as all the visitora at 
Crittenden Springs knew tbe ' old 
twiaab" Thtollttto boaso was bare 
of many of tha every day comforts, 
but for yaara thay struf gled along, 
makiag a bravo Ight to keep out of 
the county poor home. Tbe neigh- 
bore helped tbem and the viaitors at 
CrittoadoB Springs for yaara threw 
many a ray of sunshine across that 
almoat barrea hearth, and caused 
■aay a aodto to light np the pinch 
ed faces of these lonely oM women 
by their small oonlribnttons. Final 
ly tbo day oaao vhM thoy bai to go 
to tbe poor hoMI^ aad there last Fri 
day tbe oompasiOMbip of tbe two 
aiatoiB waa bfoboa for tholMttiaM 
in tbe eighty yeaia OC their lives. 
Loueaa died and LOOMO lomained. 

Tbay wifo tbo daagbtoia of Bam. 
ilton Stinson. one of the pioneers of 
the county; be came to tbto State 
fromaMofftboOuoltaoo aboat tba 
beginning of the century and settled 
near where Mrs. Allen now lives, on 
the Marioa aad ib aHdaa load, a 
short distance from where tbe Sberi 
dan and Springs road separate*. Mr. 
Hamlltoa BiMaoa owaii oovoiil ban 
dred acres of land in that section and 
was fairly wa'l to do in bis day and 
ganaiatlaa. Oao ■owibg, darlag 
the absence of his faq^ly from home 
bis litaleas body was found auspend 
ed frooi a tlar polo to bio hooaa, a 
log chain serving the'purpose of a 
rope. Wby he bung himself is not 
koowa by aay oao aow Hvtef. He 
raiaed a large family, all of whom, 
except "the twine" left after tbe fa- 
ther^ doatb. Tbo yonagaat, David 
Stinson, was s phyitician; he went to 
California, and, it was said, married 
wealthy aad waa proa|tatoa a oatil hto 
death, many years ago; it was also 
said that be left a family, but 
none of tbam avor aama to see tbe 
'*old twins." Ilam'ltoa Sticson's 
second marriage was to tbe widow 
Sbonaa, aad aba waa tba mother of 
Louesa and Louisa. She had a son 
by bar first husband named Ileory 
Sboosa, aad to tba Iftlai ba kllWd'a 
man named Simpaon in Pope county, 
lllinoU, He waa attertatda arrest- 
ed aad apoa trial waa ■owtiitod aad 
bangad irt Qoloond^.
